Asked as to the incident at Shanghai, 
when the Japanese admiral as the 
senior officer of the international fleet, 
assumed the direction of operations.

I have placed the Sheldon at the head 
of this group because it fairly stands 
there. It is in the old bergamot family; 
green and flat, with a russet skin and 
a purple cheek. It is not extremely 
handsome, but the quality is hardly sur- 
passed by any pear yet produced. The 
tree grows very erect and tall, and is 
rather brittle. The Sheldon bears very 
heavy crops in its prime, but wil] some- 
times miss a year. The Seckel is a round 
tree, rarely very large, and loaded with 
fruit regularly. It is called the standard 
of excellence among pears. It is not 
quite *o popular in market as it used 
to be when it brought $9 or $10 a barre!, 
but you are not likely to overplant if 
you are planting for market. 

Worden Seckel is a rew pear of me- 
dium size, somewhat like the Seckel, 
only the. fruit comes in clusters. It is 
much liked by pear lovers, and by many 
is- considered equal to the Seckel. The 
Howell is a clean-growing tree, strong 
and prolific; While the pear is large, 
smooth and very sweet flavored. The 
Duchesse is a very large pear, rather 
coarse, and is best when grown on quince. 
The Superfin is a smooth, bright-yellow 
pear of fair quality, and the most reliable 
bearer in the orchard. If picked early it 
is a good market pear. 

We come now to a group for early 
winter.

Use for cooking in any 
place, the same as butter; also for pie 
crust. It is excellent. Make a little 
weak brine and place the legs and breast 
in the brine for a few days to use after 
the rest of the goose has been used. 
Often the fat more than pays the ex- 
pense of the goose. 

“I live in Oklahoma where I can buy 
the underground wheat that is ready for 
milling and look over, using two cups at 
atime. Wash thoroughly and place in 
large earthen baking dish, bean jar, or 
large casserole, with four cups of cold 
water and a little salt. Dish must cover 
tightly. Bake for hours, and you will 
find it the most delicious cereal you ever 
ate. This quantity will serve four people 
for three mornings. The cist is le a 
meal. It is jellied when cooked properly. 
If you have to keep a fire for it, of 
course it is not economy. It can be 
cooked equally as well in a fireless cook- 
er, but it must be put in a double boiler 
in cold water and boiled for five or ten 
minutes before placing in cooler. If 
baked in range, watch it so that it 
dosn’t get dry. I bake mine the day [ 
iron and often the next day too. 

“By using the old table linen during 
the winter months your linen bill will be 
greatly reduced.

MONTREAL, Que.—Declaring that the 
supremacy of federal courts to state 
courts is due because law and jus- 
tice prevail rather than sentiment, 
former President William 
Taft this afternoon delivered an ad- 
dress before the American Bar Asgsocia- 
tion on “The Selection and Tenure of 
Judges.” 

Arging against election of the judi- 
ciary, Professor Taft declared that the 
most difficult problem in a popular gov- 
ernment. is to determine a satisfactory 
method of selecting members of its judi- 
cial branch. 

“There can but one answer,” he 
said, “to the query, Can we get the best 
judge by election or appointment? The 
selection can be really popular without

resorting to an election.

Safety Devices Urged 


The committee on compensation for in- 
dustrial accidents and their prevention 
reports in part: 

“Your comfmmittee is of the opinion 
that industrial establishments, especially |. 
those equipped with mechanical devices, 
can always be equipped and conducted 
with a higher degree of efficiency and 
safety than can be required by law, and 
it believes that what is called the merit 
system of premium rating for insurance 
will tend greatly towards the better 
equipment and safer conduct of such 
establishments, thereby encouraging 
employers to equip and conduct their in- 
dustrial establishments in the manner 
ulated to prevent accidents; to 
that end premiums for workmen's com- 
pensation insurance should be arranged 
so as to give by the premium rating

The Rt. Hon. Richard Burdon Haldane 
spoke on “Higher Nationality, a Study 
in Law and Ethics.” 

Lord Haldane dwelt at some length 
on the difference between formulated 
law, whether civil or criminal, and the 
moral rule enjoyed by private conscience 
of the community, which he defined as 
the system of habitual or customary 
conduct, ethical rather than legal, which 
embraces all those obligations of the 
citizen which it is “bad form” or “zot 
the thing” to disregard, the social pen- 
ality for which is being “cut” or looked 
on askance. He pointed out that with- 
out such restraint there could be no 
tolerable social life, and said that it 
was thie instinctive idea of what to do 
and what not to do in daily life and 
behavior that was the source of liberty 
and ease, and that this obligation was 
the chief foundation of society. 


Standing Committees

Lawyers Convention 


Reports of standing committees were 
presented at the morning session and dis- 
cussion of reports was held. 

The committee on laws to prevent de- 
lay and unnecessary cost in litigation 
recommended that passing be urged of 
the technical bill, the law equity bill, and 
the bill in reference to writs of error in 
constitutional cases, all three of which 
are now pending before Congress. 

Attention was called to the new rules 
for courts of equity in the United States, 
promulgated by the supreme court and 
adopted after conferences with circuit 
bar committees and the association com- 
mittee.

“The result shows that the campaign 
of general education upon the subject, 
which we have undertaken, is the wisest 
course. 

“We would respectfully recommend 
that the work of this association in op- 
position to the judicial recall be con- 
tinued, upon the same lines as hereto- 
fore; and that the utmost encouragement

STATION POWER 
PLANT IS LET 


Building to Cost $180,000 Will 
Be Connected With Union De- 
pot in Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY—The Star says: The 
last big contract in direct connection 
with the new Union station has been 
let. It calls for the erection of a sta- 
tion power house to cost $180,000, not in- 
cluding machinery and equipment. The 
contract was let to the Fogel Construc- 


tion Company, which built the terminal 
company’s new warehouse at Twentieth 
and Oak streets and the Armourdale 
roundhouse. 

The station power plant will be at the 
west end of the station express build- 
ing and just west of the terminal ware- 
house on Broadway. It will be 3%, 
blocks from the new station. The build- 
ing will be 93 by 196 feet, about three 
stories high and of steel frame with re- 
enforced concrete floors and brick walls. 

The power plant will supply heat, 
light, power and air to the new station, 
and to the proposed roundhouse apd 
coach yards on Southwest boulevard. It 
will be connected directly with the sta- 
tion by a long tunnel that runs under- 
neath the express building. Through this 
building electric Wires, steam, water and 
air pipes will run. The power plant will 
cool the station in summer as well as 
beat it in vinter.

Germans are not in the majority among the 
foreign elements in the capital, but their influence, politically as 
well as commercially, is considerable.

In Central America, Costa Rica stands out among its fellow 
nations as an example worthy of close study. Incidentally, what 
this country is doing with banana cultivation could be duplicated 
in other Central American territories. The nations situated between 
Mexico to the north and Panama to the south; primarily need per- 
manent, good order. In Costa Rica, as in Salvador, prosperity 
reigns because the countries are at peace.

COLORADO MINERAL PALACE EXPLOITS | 
SILVER STATE. IN PUEBLO CITY PARK 


Imposing Structure Sheltering 
Mythical Rulers Shows How 
Base and Precious Metals Are 
Won and Refined 


EXHIBITS ELABORATE 


UVEBLO, Colo.—The Colorado Min- 
palace, surrounded by a 
pretty 40-acre park, contains the 
finest collection of minerals in the

The building, rectangular in shape, has | 
four odd corner columns each capped by | 
a globe 25 feet in diameter, showing the 
map of the world. 

On the interior wonders open up in| 
a rather unusual way and grow as one| 
wanders about. Twenty-two columns) 
support the structure, the lower part of; 
which serve as cases for the einorele.1 
In addition to these the entire wall is 
lined with cases to a convenient height. 
Minerals from each county are placed 
by themselves, each specimen marked 
with the value, the kind of ore and the 
mine from which it comes. Almost every 
county in the state is represented and 
the character of the exhibits are of this 
sort: Outay and Mineral counties show 
silver ore; Lake county, iron, gold, silver 
and zinc; Las Animas, coal; Eagle, lead, 
zine and marble; Summit, silver; Olear 
Creek, lead, zinc, silver and gold; San 
Juan, silver; Fremont, marble and coal; | 
Gilpin, silver and lead. 

Th.-main floor of the building is an 
unbroken area of about 100 by 150 feet 
and is used for a great many public 
gatherings. ; | 

The ceiling quickly attracts the eye. 
In the center is a huge dome, forming a

A representation in relief work of the 
Ben Butler mine gives a beholder an 
illustration of the extent of the work 
to be done when undertaking to operate 
a mine. In a small space are shown 
comprehensivety the mountains, the shaft 
house, the tramways afd mulls. 

On the floor of the hall, the reigning 
powers of the domain are represented. 
The Silver Queen, who came to the 
throne from Aspen, Summit county, is 
seén pouring the silver from her horn 
of plenty and at her left is King Coal, 
who hails from Trinidad, the home of 
the largest coal mines., Each figure, 
seated, measures 23 feet from the floor 
of the throne. 

A pipe organ built at the Pueblo 
smelter entirely of products manufac- 
tured in Pueblo is another attractive ob- 
ject. The pipes are of lead and copper, 
the keys of copper and lead from the 
Kokomo district and the stops of iron. 

When in operation, the stage is per- 
haps the most interesting feature. The 
setting represents ruggéd mountains 
with projecting rocks and steep inclines 
and there is a real waterfall, 20 feet 
high, at the back. A tunnel, opened to 
view so as to reveal the operations, 
shows a miniature railroad with ore 
cara drawn by a sturdy little burro. It 
is to be said, however, that the burro 
in the operated mine is replaced now 
with more active and modern appliances. 

Built originally in 1884 to boom a 
section of real estate in the northern 
part of the city which was still prairie, 
the palace is now in the midst of what 
is, perhaps, the most popular residence 
district. When the city came to feel the 
need. of a new and larger park, the 
ground surrounding the building was 
bought for the purpose, and the city 
became at the same time the owner of 
the Mineral palace. Since the Mineral 
Palace park is now serving as a public 
playground, the building with its ex- 
hibits is more often seen and appre- 
ciated. The exhibits have been added to 
until all the present available space 
seems occupied, 

Leaving the building there is still one 
specimen of interest, especially to the 
Rocky: mountaineer, as @ reminder that 
not so many yeers ago in this state the 
buffalo ro@med and man had not ar- 
rived to rearrange nature’s work; to the 
tenderfoot, as a hint that the westerner 
is becoming civilized and that the finding 
of the Indians in paint and feathers is 
no more to be expected. It is a slab of 
large cottonwood tree bearing an inscrip- 
tion to this effect: 


“THE OLD MONARCH, 
Age 380 years, 
Circumference, 28 feet, 
Height, 88 feet, 


“Was cut down in South Pueblo June 
25, 1583, at the cost of $250. Known 
throughout Colorado as the oldest land- 
mark in the state. During the Pike's 
peak excitement, the old tree sheltered 
many a weary traveler. In 1850, there 
were 36 persons massacred by the In- 
dians while camping near this tree.

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- MODERATE ACTIVITY NOTED 
IN THE FOOTWEAR INDUSTRY 


Factories Are Fairly Busy and Buyers Have Not Yet 
Shown Inclination to Make Extended Purchases — 
Leather Market Prices Strongly Maintained 


To say that the shoe “factories are 
fairly busy is about as strong a state- 
ment as the general condition of the 
market will bear. There are exceptions 
especially among those which make wo- 
men’s turned shoes, several of whom 
have booked enough orders to run their 
factories well into the fall, but the com- 
mon, report lacks that air of. prosperity 
which is so visible among shoe mer- 
chants when trade is good. 

A market of this size does not at once 
reflect incoming business even of norma! 
proportions, so while some factories may 
be favored by a demand which ap- 
proaches capacity limits, it would not be 
advisable to sum up the general condi- 
tions from such a basis. 

Late reports from the jobbers show 
that though a good volume of business 
is-coming from the road men, much of 
it is being placed on file, as retailers 
average slow in their payments and

for the “aristocrat,” and the mill owner for the squire, and the 

financier made himself dominant where the diplomatist had once 
held sway undisputed. 

For a brief time, when his reign is compared with that of the 
diplomatist, the financier had it his own way. Statesmen had caused 
political crises and plunged nations into wars over that mysterious 
factor, the “balance of power.” The financier made wars when it 
suited him and stopped wars when it suited him, in just the same way. 
If it was the power of finance that almost brought about a war over 
Morocco, in the struggle for new markets, it was the power of finance 
which, by a sudden withdrawal from the banks, made fighting impos- 
sible. The “armor” barons proved their power over many a flota- 
tion quite as thoroughly as the armored barons ‘made theirs - felt 
at Runnymede. 

Just, however, as the men who paid the military piper claimed 
to call the tune, so the men who make the financial pipers are again 
claiming to call the tune. Every day the purely manufacturing 
interests are beginning to recognize their power, and are proving 
not unwilling to translate this power into deeds. An autocratic 
European government which not long ago produced a tariff bill 
that was objectionable to certain interests, found itself faced with a 
manutacturing ultimatum, which proved just as efhcacious as the 
withdrawal of the bank balances at the moment of the Morocco 
Success is always infectious, and the success of the armor 
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BRITISH and American lovers of sport will 
be glad that signs appear on the horizon 
favorable to yacht races next summer in 
American waters in which vessels designed 
and built for members of the Royal Ulster 
Yacht Club and the New York Yacht Club 
will compete. Controversy, long continued 
and over details that in the final compromise 
have not proved important, has at last come 
to an end, and challenger and defenders can 
now proceed with selection of designers and builders and get ready 
for another struggle for title to the America cup, a trophy honored 
both by its age and its importance in the history of international 
sport. 

The future of yachting as a form of recreation and contest is 
by no means as clear as it was when the America cup was first put 
up for competition. Rival sports now exist and have a wider and 
more successfully organized international range of activity. New 
forms of mechanical power have come enabling marine architects 
and builders to make craft that join with speed attributes of comfort 
and reliability not always found in the wind-driven boat. 

Consequently it is doubtful whether a public exists today which 
can be counted upon to show any such absorbing interest in this 
forthcoming contest as was shown during the first of the tests of 
British and American yachtsmen's seamanship. But even so, a con- 
stituency that is as loyal as ever to the fine art of navigation without 
enginery, will not be small. Boys, youth and men still abound to 
whom the consummate pleasure of recreational endeavor is mastering 
rudder and sails in the fight of a boat with wind and tide. Such 
persons are found wherever water flows and blasts launch forth 
and zephyrs woo. All such devotees can be counted upon to watch 
henceforth every step in the process culminating in the races of 1914. 

Our comment upon the controversy now fortunately closed 
would be that deeds of trust governing international or other sport- 
ing contests, like other historic documents, may suffer from too 
literal interpretation. Donors’ intentions should be respected in the 
main, no doubt, but there is a fidelity to the past which can shade 
into servility. Far wiser are those givers who provide for wise, 
recurring selection of administrators of a trust and executors of a 
policy, and'then leave to the discretionary power of these later officials 
settlement of those details of interpretation and method of admin- 
istration which new conditions seem to make prudent.

Then we turn to another part of the Monitor and 
learn that boys in the Ishpeming, Mich., high school, who conduct 
a cooperative school farm for profit and repair the school buildings 
for pay, recently erected, on purely practical lines, a gymnasium to 
be attached to the high school. The boys, it is added, did this work, 
and do much more in the construction line, under the direction of 
a representative of the United States bureau of education. 

These incidents, though full of interest in themselves, are 
neither isolated nor peculiar. It is impossible in these days to pick 
up a publication giving even casual attention to women’s or chil- 
dren's work without finding some achievement recorded that marks 
plainly a departure from old divisional lines in the mechanical arts 
and handicrafts. Everywhere women are using the tools of artisans, 
They are doing carpentry work, they. are doing cabinet work, they 
are working in leather, in copper, in brass and in steel, They are 
in all the handicrafts. 


They are prominent in the domairi of decora- 


They are jewelers, bookbinders, goldsmiths and _ silver- 
smiths. Some of the best designers in America today are women. 
They are architects and builders. Why, then, should it be thought 
strange that one of them should plan and construct a home? 

As to the boys, the manual and technical schools are demon- 
strating that there is no more excuse for drawing a division on age 
than on sex. Youths possessed of the requisite natural taste and 
faculty are being taught before reaching their teens, in many cases, 
what only adults were expected to know in the various departments 
ef mechanics under the old system of training. The various school 
exhibitions of boys’ work offer conclusive proof that there is no 
need of withholding knowledge of a practical character from juve- 
niles until their school days are over. The Ishpeming ‘achievement 
simply proves that what has been accomplished there may, in the 
same circumstances, be accomplished everywhere. 

. The most useful lesson to be dyawn from the exceptional build- 
ing enterprises which the Monitor records is that they need not be 
exceptional; that no door of opportunity need be considered closed 
because of sex or age conditions. It may not be desirable. or 
advisable that women and children shall take up the building trades 
and monopolize them because of the possibilities revealed in the 
instances cited, but it is both advisable and desirable that the old 
stone walls of limitation be thrown down.

by the Ohio floods it is necessary that there 

shall be a great amount of new bridge building done on the Musk- 
ingum and other rivers in that state. Some of the more urgent 
construction, indeed, has already been carried to completion. But 
further work is now stopped until the government shall have an 
opportunity, through its engineers, of inquiring into its character. 
Tt has been possible for federal authority to interfere by applying a 
provision of the enactment referred to, which requires local author- 
ities to advertise their intentions with regard to bridge construction, 
in centers of navigation, for twenty-eight days. previous to the 
beginning of sich construction. . 

The object in view is made clear by the statement of the gov- 
ernment engineer at Cincinnati to the effect that the number of piers 
for the Muskingum projects can be greatly reduced, that the piers 
necessary can be made higher than shown in the plans, and that 
abutments can be made shorter—all with the purpose of lessening 
obstruction to the ‘passage of the water in the stream. The order 
of interruption will halt work on bridge construction at several 
points, and local opinion may for the.time being be raised against 
what is seemingly outside interference, but in the long run the coun- 
iry and communities affected will profit by this wise precautionary 
action. It is now fully determined that one of the principal causes 
of the Ohio floods of last spring was intrusion upon and neglect 
of the river channels. If these had been kept open so as to allow 
the free and rapid passage of the waters, much, if not all, the suf- 
fering and loss due to the inundation might have been avoided. 
Clumsy construction of piers for railroad and other bridges 1s likely 
to form as great and as harmful an obstruction to the movement of 
the water as the invasion of industrial piers, the formation of sand- 
bars and the encroachment of timber, underbrush and weed growth 
along the banks. ‘The federal government should be applauded for 
the interest and zeal it 1s displaying in the present instance, and 
state and local authorities should rather help than hinder it in its 
efforts to keep the tributary streams open and clear. 


i A REPORT from the postmaster-general to the 
The Mails effect that a steadily increasing use of the 
parcel post system in the forwarding of fruit, 
in eggs and other farm products is noticeable 
will be received with something more than a 
sense of self-congratulation by those who 
were earnest and sanguine in their advocacy 
of the innovation as a means of lowering 
i ||. the cost of living. The parcel post system 
es. cannot be said to have passed as yet the initial 
stage of its development. There is much to be learned in the 
handling of it. There is much to be learned in the use of it. ‘It will 
take considerable time to bring it to the highest point of efficiency 
and utility. But if at this early stage the increase in produce ship- 
ments has been such as to force itself upon the attention of the post- 
master-general, that fact affords sufficien ground upon which to 
iook confidently to the future usefulness of the service in the com- 
mon affairs of the people. 

There has never been any doubt regarding the helpfulness of 
the parcel post as a distributor of manufactured products and mer- 
chandise, and, therefore, the public is not surprised to learn that 
there are constant increases in the transportation of these classes 
of matter. Other countries had successfully experimented, and this 
country had had some limited experience along this line, in the 
transmission of foreign packages, before the general domestic parcel 
post system was adopted. But, whatever European experiences 
miay have been in the handling of farm and garden produce in the 
mails, the extent of American territory, the volume and variety of 
American agricultural products, the special needs, the habits and 
customs, of. the American people, were so different from those 
obtaining in the older countries that the trial of the parcel post as 
a foodstuff distributor, it was seen, must be made here on entirely 
new and-independent lines. Great Britain, Germany, France, Aus-

‘tria or Italy, within their own dominions, might have succeeded in 


distributing cheaply and speedily by mail the fruits of the soil, but 
none of thein had to meet the exigencies of, practically, a continental 
service, or the needs of people scattered, and often thinly scattered, 
over forty-eight states. 

American experiments with the parcel post should be of immense 
value to Canada, At the beginning, the latter country will enjoy 
advantages denied the United States in the initial stages of the sys- 
tem’s introduction, There is not the slightest reason why both coun- 
tries within a few years should not have in the parcel post service, 
nationally and internationally, an agency for the distribution of food- 
stuffs equal to that in existence in any of the populous, highly culti-

No one thing has, perhaps, done more to vivify the demands of 
the men than the report of the government commission on the cost 
of living. The amazing part of that report is probably the revela- 
tion that, after a long period of low prices, the cost of actual neces- 
sities has been reasserting itself, with the result that when the pur- 
chasing power of wages is analyzed, the standard of comfort enjoyed 
by the proletariat is found to be precisely where it was exactly a 
quarter of a century ago. On the other hand, the Juxury of what 
1t is usual to call “the classes” has distinetly increased, so that the 
skilled or unskilled laborer naturally asks himself how it is that 
no fairer share of the ever increasing national wealth comes his way. 

The only escape from this, according to the labor papers and 
organizations, 1s a demand tor better terms all-round. In order, 
however, that such demands may be backed by overwhelming force, 
there has been going on during the last few months, that root and 
branch reorganization which, when completed, in the autumn, will 
cause labor to face capital with a new front. The main changes 
have been the elimination of the smaller unions, and their absorp- 
tion in the greater unions. Instead, to give a single example, of 
the railway servants entering upon a struggle with a number of 
separate unions representing separate sections of the workers, the 
whole body will in future be represented by a single organization. 
It is believed that such a change will enable the unions to speak not 
only with far greater authority, but with far greater. incisiveness. 
What the proletariat is beginning to realize is that a rise of wages 
is almost inevitably accompanied by a rise in prices, with the result 
(hat no real change takes place. What they are therefore aiming 
at is something far more fundamental, and it 1s here the claims of 
the syndicalist atid the socialist, of the disciples of direct action 
and parliamentary action, become conflicting. \Vhat is perfectly 
cvident is that a new struggle is being steadily prepared for, and 
that it can only be averted by the exhibition of a conciliatory spirit 
on both sides, and by a real determination to arrive at a better condi- 
tion of affairs in the labor market.

When this time comes it will be found, 
we think, that every worthy friend of technical instruction would 
have it go hand in hand with cultural education, that the one great 
aim of the vocationalist is to send from the common schools into 
the world of activity young people of both sexes equipped in all 
respects for the duties and the struggles that lie before them. 
Briefly stated, they want to educate boys and girls to be useful as 
well as ornamental members of society. 

It is not now accepted as good policy among advanced educa- 
tors anywhere that boys or girls, young men or young women, 
should be turned out of the schools or colleges in ignorance of the 
nanner in which they are to make a living. Quite the reverse of 
this is the prevalent opinion. It is held, that 1s, that the schools and 
colleges should devlop in their students, to the highest degree pos- 
sible, whatever aptitude, talent or genius the young people may 
possess for the practical as well as for the theoretical and cultural. 
This position is really the bulwark of the vocational and technical 
movements in education. 
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
